All the way from Belleau to the Aisne the French at- 


It was what the 
British call a "full dress show" with every department, 
every weapon available in play, including the new French 
mosquito tanks. 


These tanks did excellent work at some of the most 


difficult points. 


The French have reached a point menacing the most 


important German railway centers which feed the entire 
front west of Rheims. The French artillery is now with- 
in easy shelling distance of these railways and should be 
able to make life miserable for a large section of the Ger- 
man army. 


Military men attach great importance to the lateral 


railway lines around Soissons and say that if General 
Foch can get his artillery into position to keep these lines 
out of action he will make the movement of the German 
supplies in the whole sector between Rheims and Chat- 
eau-Thierry impossible. 


On the extreme east of the recent German offensive 


the French have re-occupied their old lines for a distance 
of three or four miles. 


AMERICANS CHEER GOING OVER TOP.

ty commissioners threatened to re- \\ 
lease the women, charging that they [" 
were "railroaded"' into the county 
jail. 
Government officials intimate 


that the county commissioners do 
not wish to pay the cost of feeding 
the prisoners and say that the Red 
Cross is willing to stand the financial 
burden. 


Some government officials even 


went so far today as to intimate that 
Major General Hale, commandant at 
Camp Sherman, will declare Chilli- 
cothe in quarantine and will not per- 
mit his sodiers to enter the city 
should the 15 women be released.

At the time of this request 
our surplus was already more than 
exhausted.

year 1916-17 from net carry-over 
and as surplus over our normal con- 
sumption about 200,000,000 bushels 
of wheat we were able to export 
that year without trenching on our 
home loaf. 


The last }*ear, however, owing to 


the large fallude of the 1917 wheat 
crop, we had available from net car- 
ry over and production and imports, 
only about our normal consumption. 
Therefore our wheat shipments to 
allied destinations represent approx- 
imately savings from wheaf bread. 
"These figures, however, do not 


fully convey the volume of the ef- 
fort and sacrifice made during the 
past year by the whole American 
people."
